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Eight Months From Opening—A History

The first Arctic Winter Games 
involved three units: the State of 
Alaska, the Yukon Territory and the 
Northwest Territories. Hosted by 
the City of Yellowknife, March 9- 
14, 1970, the Games were an out- 
standing success involving some 
710 participants. 

Staged in Whitehorse, Yukon 
Territory in 1972, a second Arctic 
Winter Games proved to be a 
success and included interested 
observers from Greenland and 
Russia. 

In keeping with the biennial policy 
of the Arctic Winter Games, a third 
was held in Anchorage, Alaska, 3- 
10 March 1974. Over 1,100 
athletes competed in these Games 
including observers from 
Labrador, a possible entrant in the 
Arctic Winter Games, at that time. 

In March of 1976, Shefferville, 
Quebec, hosted the Arctic Winter 
Games, however, due to the 
limitations of accommodations and 
transportation, all competing units 
were represented by a somewhat 
smaller contingent. The two com- 
munities of Hay River and Pine 
Point hosted the 1978 Arctic 
Winter Games, March 19-25. 
Unfortunately, due to financial 
reasons, the Province of Quebec 
could not participate. 

As successful as the first time, 
the City of Whitehorse played host 
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1980 Arctic 
Winter Games, Whitehorse, Yukon 

to the Arctic Winter Games in 

March of 1980, and it was at these

Closing Ceremonies, the Official 
Flag was presented to represent- 
atives of Fairbanks, Alaska, site for 
the 1982 Arctic Winter Games. 
And once again, the Northwest 
Territories has been selected to 
host the 1984 Arctic Winter 
Games, March 18-23, to be held in 
the City of Yellowknife. Some 
1,000 participants will continue the 
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cycle of this prestigious event at 
the Opening Ceremonies in eight 
months time, competing in thirteen 
different sports: Arctic Sports, 
Badminton, Cross-Country Skiing, 
Curling, Figure Skating, Hockey, 
Indoor Soccer, Shooting, 
Snowshoeing, Snowshoe Biathlon, 
Speed Skating, Triathlon and 
Volleyball. 

The hum of activity is in the air 
and enthusiasm is generating 
throughout the City in preparation 
for this grand event. 

The countdown has begun... as 
of August 1, 1983, there are only 
230 days to Opening Ceremonies.

Volunteerism

There is an almost universal 
agreement that the role of the 
volunteer in sports is 
indispensable.When one considers 
the magnitude of organizing an 
international sporting event on a 
limited budget, the role becomes 
that much more indispensable. 

In March of 1984, Yellowknife will 
be hosting the 1984 Arctic Winter 
Games. For the Games to be suc- 
cessful, the Organizing Committee 
must rely on the volunteers of the 
community. It is anticipated that 
approximately 1,000 will be 
required in a myriad of activities. 
What are the’ intentions of 
volunteers? Why do they become 
involved? Who is this breed of 
people? 

Each volunteer leader is attracted 
to the Arctic Winter Games for a 
different set of reasons and a 
different set of motivations such 
as:

Many times a volunteer has a full 
time job, but in his free time wishes 
to give service which he feels is 
both a privilege and an obligation. 


The role of the organization with 
which a volunteer wants to identify 
himself, is to assist, guide and 
encourage him with his leisure 
work and not take away the 
privilege of this giving of himself. 
The organization has a respons- 
ibility to the volunteer and in fact, 
one could interpret that a volun- 
teer has a bill of rights that would 
include: 
(1) The right to expect a 
continuous program of help, 
encouragement and training. 
(2) The right to sound 
guidance and direction in 
order to serve more comp- 
etently. 
(3) The right to have his task 
limited to a definite period so 
that he may have the satis- 
faction of a job well done. 


You cannot expect a 
volunteer to give unlimited 
time. 


(4) The right to have the 
opportunity to advance the 
project by suggesting new 
ideas, offering service, and 
sharing in the achievement. 

(5) The right to understand 
the time and place at which 


the service is to be 
performed, the duration of 
the assignment, the nature of 
the duties to be carried on, 
the individual to whom he is 
to report, the types of records 
to be kept, and the materials 
to be provided. 
(6) The right to be made to 
feel that there is a genuine 
need for the work that he is 
asked to do. The assigned 
task must be adjusted to his 
abilities, must be definite, 
and should be in writing. 
(7) The right to see the re- 
lationship of his task to the 
objectives and functions of 
the project. He has the right 
to proper work conditions and 
to be treated as paid staff and 
not free labour. 
We at the 1984 Arctic Winter 
Games are prepared to extend this 
bill of rights to our volunteers, and 
if you as an individual feel that you 
wish to participate in this gala 
event under the aforementioned 
conditions, we would appreciate

Ski Trails are in Progress... 


(Interview with Kim Poole) By Sue Hamelin 
Since July of 1983 every Saturday 
beginning at 1000h, and Wednes- 
day evenings beginning at 1830h, 
many volunteers have helped to 
widen and brush the cross country 
ski trails in preparation for the 
1984 Arctic Winter Games. 

Over 200 volunteer hours have 
been spent by the YK Ski Club and 
other groups such as the Correct- 
ional Centre, the Katimavik Group, 
the community and a regular work- 
ing Committee coordinated by Kim 
Poole have assisted in clearing the 
trails to better the facility for 
various classes of competition. 
The City of Yellowknife, as well as 
Sir John Franklin Territorial School 
are assisting in the bulldozing and 
frontend loading aspects of moving 
dirt and levelling the trails. 

The facility will now consist of five 
trails: 1k, 2Y¥2k, 3k, 5k and 7k, 
being of a double track standard 
(twin track). The 2V2k and 1k trails 
are different this year in that they 
will be run in the reverse direction, 
counter clockwise. 

Presently, the area surrounding 
the Clubhouse, the 1k and 2’%k 
trails, and parts up and down the 
hill are complete. Overall, 
preparation of the Ski Facility for 
the 1984 Games is progressing 
very well and Mr. Poole expects 
the Facility to be complete by the 
end of October.

The Logo 


and its Meaning 


The raven is a playful, wily bird that 
has become an unofficial mascot 
of Yellowknife and therefore, an 
ideal symbol to represent the 1984 
Arctic Winter Games. The logo 
depicts a caricature of the raven 
wearing a toque with a snowflake 
pom-pom. The raven projects the 
fun and excitment associated with 
the Games. Yellowknifers have 
long been aware of the resource- 
fulness. perseverence, and 
strength of the raven. These qual- 
ities were once essential for sur- 
vival in the north and are emulated 
by the athletic achievements in the 
Arctic Winter Games. The toque 
indicates that these are winter 
games. The snowflake is 
composed of human-like figures 
holding hands in a circle, repres- 
enting the comradery and 
cooperation of the athletes and 
others involved in the Games. Co- 
operation and community involve- 
ment are also traits of northern life 
that are represented by the Arctic 
Winter Games. 


The raven logo symbolizes the 
qualities of life represented by the 
Games, and is a friendly character 
that invites people to take part in 
the event.

Fund Raising 
Making Headway

After a rather sluggish start, the 
Host Society’s Fund Raising cam- 
paign is beginning to make some 
headway. 

The budget for the 1984 Games 
is $825,000, of which $749,000 has 
been secured through govern- 
ment grants and donations in kind, 
plus some cash and donations in 
kind from the corporate sector. At 
the moment there is another 
$45,000 of donations pending, thus 
leaving the Host Society with the 
task of raising some $31,000 in 
order to balance the budget. 

As a follow-up to the mail cam- 
paign which was launched some 
time ago, the fund raising com- 
mittee is presently making per- 
sonal calls on local businesses 
soliciting cash donations and don- 
atior's in kind. 

Further to the activities of the 
fund raising committee, each 
member of the Boad of Directors 
has taken the responsibility to per- 
sonally contact four to five cor- 
porations soliciting their 
assistance for the the 1984 
Games. Although the economic 
climate was not the most con- 
ducive for raising funds, everyone 
connected with the 1984 Arctic 
Winter Games is optimistic that the 
financial goals will be met and the 
Games will come in on budget.

Shooting range nears completion

The ‘‘official’’ opening of the 
new Shooting Facility is planned to 
be in conjunction with the 1984 
Arctic Winter Games. 

The construction of this complex 
originates from converted Giant 
Mines bunkhouses donated to the 
Yellowknife Shooting Club for re- 
creational purposes. 

Although the official opening is 
in conjunction with the 1984 
Games, it is planned that the Ter- 
ritorial Trials will take place Jan- 
uary 21, 22, at this new facility. 

The structure of the shooting 
range is an official, 60’ range, 
being 30’ wide in order to accom- 
modate eight shooters at one given 
time. Also, a bullet proof concrete 
floor is located on the second floor 
of the facility with the ceiling being 


covered with steel. In total, this re- 
creational complex will cover 
11,000 sq. ft. 

Upon completion, this structure 
will house approximately 150 adult 
members plus another 150 junior 
members, including the Yellow- 
knife Cadet Corps. 

Following the 1984 Games, this 
facility will remain a shooting 
range operated by the Yellowknife 
Shooting Club for the recreational 
use of the community. 

Tremendous support has been 
received from the 1984 Arctic 
Winter Games Host Society and 
the private sector, both financially 
and in services. Additionally, many 
volunteer hours have been spent 
constructing this facility to the out- 
standing complex it is today!

All business arising from the 
meetings of Friday and Saturday 
were finalized at the wrap-up 
Sunday, adjourning at 2:00 p.m. 

The Chefs-de-Mission departed 
from the meeting confident that 
the final preparations for the 1984 
Games would flow smoothly.

As the countdown continues, the 
sport committees are gearing up 
for that final drive to games week. 
Most committees have been meet- 
ing regularly to plan, delegate 
tasks and to check on what has 
been done and what is left to do. 

Some of the major accomplish- 
ments to date include new and im- 
proved trails for cross-country 
skiing, a new shooting facility, new 
floor sockets for volleyball and im- 
proved lighting for figure skating. 
Projects underway include 
bleachers and seating areas for 
arctic sports and indoor soccer, a 
speed skating oval, snowshoe 
trails and a range and trails for 
snowshoe biathlon. In addition to 
this facility work, the sports people 
have been looking at equipment, 
Officials and recruiting other vol- 
unteers to help make their event 
run smoothly. 

One of the reasons for each 
games having their own distinctive 
“look”’ is the selection of the 
events. Each set of Games, the 
Arctic Winter Games Corporation 
changes age classifications, cate- 
gories, events, and sports. This 
year is no different, as the Corp- 
oration has added a junior cate- 
gory in Arctic Sports. They have 
also included the hand pull, head 
pull and arm pull events. Hockey 
has added the senior age group to 
its Pee Wee and Midget divisions. 
Indoor Soccer now has two age 
groups, 14 and under and 16 and 
under. The 200M sprint event has 
been dropped in Snowshoeing. 

The Technical Package for 
Snowshoe Biathlon was changed 
to bring it more in line with Inter- 
national Ski Biathlon rules. The 
success of the sport in the last 
Games prompted the Corporation 
to add the 2km sprint portion to this 
year’s Games. 


The Arctic Winter Games Cor- 
poration dropped basketball, judo, 
gymnastics and table tennis while 
adding Speed Skating and the Tri- 
athlon. Speed Skating is a dis- 
tinctive cold weather sport and its 
development in the North is on the 
rise. 

As the name suggests, the Tri- 
athion involves three sports, cross- 
country skiing, snowshoeing and 
speed skating. Each of these 


events take place on a separate 
day using the facilities and officials 
of the participating event. Points 
are awarded for the position the 
athlete comes in at the conclusion 
of the race. At the end of the third 
day of competition, the points are 
totalled and the winner declared. 

The attitude of the sports com- 
mittees is a positive one and their 
drive and dedication should result 
in the ‘‘best Games ever’.

Franklin School in order to be reg- - 
istered and supplied with their 
registration kits, ID badges, etc., to 
prepare for an exciting five days of 
competition and meeting new 
friends. And... if in doubt, look for 
the Security Personnel, who will be 
available at all venues and 
residences.
